Poe Glory rebounded back into the win- 
ners’ circle last Sunday night with a classy 1- 
O victory over title hopefuls Adelaide City at 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 

The 86th minute winner from Bobby 
Despotovski, in front of a 4607 attendance, 
broke a goal drought that had extended near- 
ly 400 minutes — or just the one goal from their 
previous five outings. 

It was a well deserved win, one that lifted the 
Perth team two notches into fifth place and 
back on track for a place in the play-offs. The 
Glory cannot afford to make too many mistakes 
in their last 10 games however, since there are 
just five points currently separating nine of the 
14 clubs. 

Scoring ace Damian Mori was restricted to 
just a handful of goal-strikes thanks to a superb 
marking job done by Gavin Wilkinson. The 
strongest opportunity for Mori came moments 
after Despotovski scored, when he managed 
to direct a solid shot on goal despite the close 
attention of three defenders, but Tony Franken 
was fully alert to the danger. 

Gareth Naven once again played a superb 
captain's role for the Glory, which included 
carving out the scoring chance for 
Despotovski. 

Sydney United are three points clear of sec- 
ond placed South Melbourne after a 1-1 draw 
with Carlton last Sunday at Parramatta 
Stadium. Lubo Lapsansky headed Carlton into 
the lead after 38 minutes, before classy 
defender Velimir Kupresak equalised with a 
header of his own three minutes into the 
second half. 

At the Knights Stadium, South Melbourne 
missed the chance to close in on Sydney 
United when they too battled out a 1-1 draw, 
with rivals Melbourne Knights in an emotion 
charged encounter that had the Knights down 
to nine men, lose their goalkeeper Joe 
Didulica after 54 minutes with concussion, and 
had their coach Ken Worden ejected from the 
dug-out by referee Eddie Lennie.

Brisbane Strikers secured a much needed 
win at the expense of the Wollongong Wolves 
who were beaten 2-1 at the Suncorp Stadium. 

Troy Cranney drilled home the opening goal 
after just two minutes, then the Wolves drew 
level in the 24th minute through Matthew 
Horsley. The Strikers were presented with a gift 
winner in the 77th minute when Rob Stanton 
directed an attempted clearance into his own 
net. 

A crowd of just 2498 was on hand at the 
Belmore Sports Ground to watch UTS Olympic 
secure their sixth win of the season, a 3-0 tri- 
umph over the Adelaide Sharks. 

Norm Tome got Olympic away to a good 
start with an 8th minute penalty conversion, 
but had to wait until the 70th minute before 
increasing their lead when substitute Chris 
Kalantzis threaded home a freekick from the 
front of the box. The infringement was con- 
ceded by Sharks goalkeeper Nathan Wildy 
who handballed outside of the area and was 
duly sent off by referee Eugene Brazzale.

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ORGET the fact that last Sunday Glory 

won its first game for six weeks, and for- 
get the fact that Glory scored its first goal 
after 398 minutes — look to the positives. 

Glory have not conceded a goal in 231 
minutes, which was achieved in astute com- 
pany.

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Glory captain Gareth Naven will be hoping 
to continue his good form against Brisbane 
today. 


Anthony Carbone is also available for 
selection after serving a one match suspen- 
sion. 

It may be a happy dilemma for Marocchi 
with the extra options at his disposal. 

Midfielder Gareth Naven is in sparkling 
form lately, and the strikeforce of Bobby 
Despotovski and Samson Siasia, although 
not regularly finding the net, are both giving 
opposition defences plenty of headaches. 

Despotovski’s goal last week was his first in 
six games, while Siasia has gone scoreless for 
10 weeks. 

If the Strikers are at full strength, then the 
Perth fans will see the record-breaking 
national league goalscorer, Rod Brown, in 
action. 

Brown broke John Kosmina’s long-stand- 
ing record of 133 goals late last month.

BRISBANE STRIKERS 
— fA Brief History By ANDREW HOWE 


Te Brisbane United soccer team was formed as a 
completely new entity in 1991 and joined the 
1991-92 A-league. Brisbane's entry came about 
through the determined work of the Queensland 
Soccer Federation (QSF). But the key to the nation- 
al league door was the Bradley Report. 

In 1990 the Australian Soccer Federation (ASF) 
commissioned Dr Graham Bradley to provide inde- 
pendent advice on how to effectively improve the 
face of soccer in Australia. Bradley's major recom- 
mendation was to further regionalise the A-league. 

Before 1991, a simple promotion and relegation 
system existed. The bottom two A-league clubs 
returned to state league, while two new teams were 
selected from various state league champions. 

But this straight-forward promotion/relegation for- 
mat led to clubs putting all their efforts into on-field 
performance, usually at the cost of off-field compo- 
nents such as promotion, junior development and 
home ground conditions. And more often than not 
it was Sydney/Melbourne teams who gained promo- 
tion, which didn’t do much to spread the Australian 
soccer gospel into other population centres. 

Bradley's report eravided tha ASF with a tool to 
start to clean up the league. Strong and ambitious 
clubs were encouraged to join up, especially those 
from outside Sydney and Melbourne. 

Brisbane previously had A-league presence. In 
fact the Brisbane Lions were one of the instigators of 
the league. Brisbane City also entered the inaugur- 
al 1977 national competition. The presence of two 
A-league teams provided Brisbane soccer fans with 
one game a week throughout the first 10 seasons 
1977 to 1986. Crowds in the first couple of years 
were rather good. For example, Brisbane City aver- 
aged 5500 in 1977. 

But with a gradual decline in interest, and after a 
drastic reorganisation in the national league in 1987, 
both Lions and City were dropped to the 
Queensland league. The Lions made a brief but 
unsuccessful return in 1988. 

The OSE soon set about to rectify the situation of 
no national league presence. But now the QSF 
enlisted the support of the entire Brisbane soccer 
community, including both Lions and City. The 
Brisbane United team was accepted into the 
revamped 1991-92 national competition. 

United was in effect an important experiment. For 
the first time, a national league side was formed by 
a state federation. Virtually all 30 A-league teams 
who entered the league up to 1991 had previously 
existed — but as state league teams. This effectively 
meant that support from other local clubs wasn’t 
necessarily forthcoming, given that previous rivalry 
had existed between these clubs at the state level. 
This was especially true considering the ethnic back- 
ing of a majority of Australia’s biggest clubs. Other 
states with no A-league representation looked at the 
Brisbane United experiment with great interest.

After a relatively successful first season, United 
had a drab 1992-93. A revitalisation in 1993 led to a 
new team name — the Strikers - and a greater pro- 
motional push. 

Perry Park had provided a homely and compact 
headquarters for their first four years. But to coin- 
cide with the revamped Ericsson Cup in 1995, the 
Strikers made the risky move to the much larger and 
more centrally located Suncorp Stadium (previously 
known as Lang Park). 

And with the acquisition of former Italian first divi- 
sion player Frank Farina (originally a Queensland 
product), 1995-96 was a boom year for the Strikers — 
average crowds doubled, and the team finished only 
one win from top position. 

The Strikers attained increased media profile 
especially through Farina, the first high-profile 
Australian to return from a long playing stint in 
Europe. Farina had played in Belgium, Italy and 
France in a distinguished European career spanning 
from 1989 to 1995. To add to Farina’s experience 
and commitments, he was appointed player-coach of 
the Strikers in 1996. 

But it was the following season — 1996-97 — that 
will go down as the year of the Strikers. The first 
national league grand final of any football code to be 
played in Brisbane was watched by a mammoth 
40,446 people, who witnessed the Strikers’ 2-0 vic- 
tory over minor premiers Sydney United. This was 
the first time a team outside of Sydney, Melbourne 
and Adelaide had won the A-league. 

Coinciding with Glory’s large home crowds, the 
shift of power in Australian soccer has started with 
the surge of the Strikers in 1996-97.

Perth Glory managed to hang on to 6th 
place in the standings after this Round 23 
fixture despite losing 2-0 to the eventual 


Ericsson Cup champions. It was a listless 
performance by the Perth side, coach Gary 
Marocchi even likened many of his forward 
players to statues when they were meant to 
provide the man on the ball with options. 
Brisbane placed the home side on the back- 
foot after 13 minutes when Troy Cranney 
returned a half-clearance low and hard from

all of 25 metres past a startled Robert 
Zabica. 

The former Socceroo keeper redeemed 
himself three minutes later with a brilliant 
save to a fierce strike from Frank Farina, but 
he was replaced by Tom Maras for the sec- 
ond half after failing to shake off a flu virus. 
Keen to revenge the 5-1 defeat in Round 9, 
the Strikers netted a second goal a minute 
from the end through substitute Kasey 
Wehrman who celebrated in his typical 
manner with an acrobatic somersault in 
front of the main stand. 

The shock win at the Suncorp Stadium in 
December '96, was the Glory’s fourth victo- 
ry in their inaugural season, and one which 
elevated them to fourth on the ladder. 


* Gavin Wilkinson gave the Glory a 1-0 lead 


at the break, before a double to Bobby 
Despotovski and singles to Vas Kalogeracos 
and Paul Strudwick eventually sank a 
Brisbane side who could only reply three 
minutes from the end with a solitary goal 
from Mark Battistin.

lypes of Free Kicks 

Free kicks are either direct or indirect. 

For both direct and indirect free kicks, the ball 
must be stationary when the kick is taken and the 
kicker does not touch the ball a second time until 
it has touched another player. 
rhe Direct Free Kick 

e Ifa direct free kick is kicked directly into the 
opponents’ goal, a goal is awarded.

The Indirect Free Kick 
Signal 

The referee indicates an indirect free kick by

T'S good to see youngsters and those not so 
bam at Perth Oval, decked out in the colours of 
their favourite football team. _ 

Besides barracking for Perth Glory, it is obvious 
the people of Perth support from afar the likes of 
AC Milan, Ajax, Juventus, Barcelona, and just 
about every English team ranging from bottom 
rung stragglers Doncaster Rovers ... to table-top- 
pers mighty Manchester United. 

Not only are Man United clear leaders in the 
Premier Division (although hopefully Blackburn 
Rovers can give them a run for their money), judg- 
ing by the abundance of United ate and caps 
on display at Perth Oval ... it's not ard to see 
which is the most popular club, perhaps world- 
wide. The Red Devils would win hands down. 

At each Glory home game in the stands, well in 
the Press Box actually ... in attendance is former 
Manchester United player and Scottish internation- 
al Francis Burns. 

‘Franny’ as he is affectionately known is a com- 
mentator for local radio station 6NR - 927, and he 
gives an honest rundown as to how Glory perform 
on the park. 

He made the big-time after playing as a young- 
ster in his home town of Glenborg in Scotland, 
when, after a posse of scouts had him under their 
watchful eye he attracted the attention of revered 
manager Matt Busby. 

At Old Trafford, Francis was brought up throu h 
the junior ranks at first carrying out menial tasks 


like cleaning boots and such like, before going on to fur- 
ther hone hi skills playing alongside the likes of Bobby 
Charlton, Denis Law, Nobby Stiles, Georgie Best, and 
Brian Kidd to name buta few. _ _ 

Almost 10 years before Francis made his first team 
debut for United at Upton Park against West Ham, a 
great tragedy befell the dazzling young Manchester 
United side that had been dubbed the Busby Babes. 

Matt Busby had successfully snared reputedly the best 
schoolboys in the UK and groomed them into a team 
that boasted stunning skills. They became the cream ofa 
generation, a very young side already more than capable 
of mixing it with the best in the world. Havin defeated 
Red Star Belgrade 2-1 at home in the first-leg of the 
European Cup quarter-final, a 3-3 draw in Belgrade was 
enough to earn a semi-final spot against AC Milan. With 
its passengers still in high spirits atter that vital draw the 
poeslets day, the plane carrying a triumphant team back 


ome to Ringway Airport in Manchester made a sched- 


led stopover at Muncih to refuel. 
: At 18:03 hrs on Friday, February 6th in 1958, the 47 
seater twin-engined BEA Elizabethan aircraft call-signed 
609 Zulu Uniform attempted to take-off from a slush-cov- 
ered runway with co-pilot Captain Ken Rayement at the 

Im. ; 

One minute later, as Flight Commander Captain 
James Thain seated besides Captain Rayement frantical- 
ly attempted to boost much needed power, the stricken 

lane overshot the runway, tore through a boundary 
ence, skidded and slewed across a snow-covered field 
to slam into a house on the outskirts of the small village 
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of Kirchtrudering. 

The sickening impact was such that the left win 
and complete tail section of the aircraft was torn off, 
and passengers were hurled sprawling into the snow. 

In just 54 seconds, Matt Busby’s all-conquering 
heroes who had the football world at their feet lay 
decimated — they left their dreams ... and some their 
lives amid the bloodstained snow-covered German 
countryside. 

Three miles away the Rechts der Isar Hospital in 
Munich received a call from the airport and immedi- 
ately went into disaster mode. A fleet of ambulances 
were : oie quickly to the crash-site to ferry the 
injured. 

Ten United players were amongst those that sur- 
vived the crash, namely Ray Wood, John Berry, Har! 
Gregg, Bobby Charlton, Jackie Blanchflower, Bill 
Foulkes, Duncan Edwards, Albert Scanlon, Ken 
Morgans, and Dennis Violet. (Although Duncan 
Edwards was sadly to die two weeks later from 
irreparable kidney damage.) 

Manager Matt Busby lay near death in an oxygen 
‘ent with massive chest injuries and a punctured lung, 
incredibly, against all odds as the Last Rites had been 
given to him ... he pulled through to overcome the 
injuries sustained in that horrific plane crash that 
wiped out the bulk of his beloved Busby Babes. 

Devastated by the loss of his side, the Scottish 
miner's son from Orbiston in Lanarkshire baffled all 
and sundry by regaining his health - then set about 
picking up the pieces and rebuilding his team to take 
them on to further glory. In 1965 and 1967 United 
were League Champions, and in 1968 they became 
the first English team to win the European Cup when 
they defeated Benfica 4-1 at Wembley. 

Forty-four people were on board BEA Flight 609 
scheduled to fly from Munich to Manchester on that 
fateful Friday, February 6th 40 years ago in 1958. 
lwenty three were to die. Manchester United players 
killed were: 

Duncan Edwards, (23) attacking wing half from 
Dudley in the West Midlands, hailed as one of the 
yreatest players in the world. 

Tommy Taylor, (25) centre forward who at a cost of 
(29,999 had tome United's most expensive player 
when bought from Barnsley. 

David Pegg, (22) a left winger from Doncaster who

TERRY VENABLES 


Seccenoen’ guiding light 


IKE most decisions that Terry Venables 
has made in his life, his appointment as 
manager of the Socceroos came with con- 
siderable controversy. 

At the time he was appointed England's 
manager his detractors focussed on his on- 
going legal difficulties, but the FA decided 
to overlook the potentially embarrassing 
courtroom scenarios when weighed against 
the 1994 World Cup qualifying fiasco. 

Two years on and Venables was lauded for 
guiding England to the semi-finals of the 
European Nations Championship, but the 
nerves of the FA failed them and they 
refused to renew his contract. 

Despite his successful managerial style, 
his appointment as Australian coach was not 
met with universal approval and it could not 
have escaped his attention that both 
Australia and England are at the same junc- 
ture in their footballing evolution — both 
nations under-fulfilling the expectations of 
their supporters. 

Therefore Venables’ first task was relative- 
ly simple: redress the damage performed by 
his predecessor. 

Both Graham Taylor and Eddie Thomson 
may have had their supporters, however 
they preached a stultifying form of football 
with the accent on avoiding defeat and 
blunting the finer aspects of the game. 

Under Thomson, Australia were drab to 
the point where watching the paint dry on 
the Sydney Harbour Bridge would be 
preferable — likewise England. 

This is not revisionism to portray the 
Venables appointment and subsequent 
footballing style in a brighter light, merely 
that Taylor and Thomson refused to believe 
in football's possibilities and accordingly 
their teams were weighed down with nega- 
tivity and lacking originality. 

Venables came in for a great deal of criti- 
cism from Australian football commentators 
(principally those who had the most to lose 
from the game's increasing popularity and 
inevitable commercial attractiveness), but a 
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result of one defeat in 16 starts cannot be 
disputed. 

Nor have they been agonisingly drawn 
out encounters as Venables has modernised 
the tactics (loosely a 3-5-2 formation) and 
encouraged wing-back players like Matt 
Bingley to contribute more positively to the 
attack. 

What has impressed is that Venables has 
got the players to perform within a pattern 
and therefore made it easier to accommo- 
date tactical alterations. 

Ex-Socceroo Paul Wade, 84 caps for 
Australia, numbered among those who pas- 
sionately argued that an Australian-based 
coach should have been appointed. 

Fortunately chairman David Hill took the 
approach that you should aim for the best 
possible candidate available and that was 
Venables. 

“We all agree that the team is more posi- 
tive; we got a bit boged down under Eddie 
Thomson,” said Wade. “| think he’s won 
over 95 per cent of people in Australia. 


There will always be five per cent who are 
never happy. 

“But the rest would say Terry Venables is 
the best thing to happen to Australian soc- 
cer in a long time.” 

Both Wade and current Socceroo captain 
Alex Tobin have concurred that Venables’ 
best attribute as a coach, is his man man- 
agement skills: 

“He's got the respect of the players,” 
said Wade. 

Tobin added: “He tried from the begin- 
ning to be very approachable. It became 
evident that, even though he’d coached 
England and Barcelona, he wasn't going to 
talk down to us. He enjoyed getting the 
best out of the players. He’s down on the 
pitch, not in the ivory tower.” 

But what sort of player does Venables 
admire? 

Four players he thought worthy of hand- 
ing out debut England caps were Sol 
Campbell (Tottenham), Nick Barmby 
(Everton), Jamie Redknapp (Liverpool) and 
Phil Neville (Manchester United). 

The reason? Their versatility, confidence 
and willingness to assume responsibility. 


Venables’ playing philosophy can be 
summed up thus: “It's all about change of 
pace, about getting a rhythm whereby you 
can circulate the ball and make sure it 
moves quickly so you can keep shifting the 
opposition defence about,” Venables said. 

“Ajax are a good example of a team that 
knows when to have a rest if they've got the 
ball, of finding their starting positions when 
they're in possession, so that when they're 
ready to attack in the last third their oppo- 
nents find it hard to compete.” 

Venables is a close follower of the great 
Dutch club as he elaborated further: “Ajax 
getting to the European Cup final two years 
on the trot and winning it once, have 
proved that even a club in one of the 
world’s smaller countries can be successful 
(a statement which also neatly encapsulates 
Australia’s position in the world game).” 

What nobody can thus far deny is that the 
Socceroos are now playing their best foot- 
ball for some time. 

The next 12 months promises to be any- 
thing but mundane for Australian football.
